Armed 
with 15-inch guns, a speed of 31 
knots and carrying 9 to 12-inch 
armor, they could destroy any of 
the German ships. 
^ Once out In the open sea. the j 
German ships easily could push 
over the usual convoy of destroy­ 
ers guarding herds of 30 to 60 mer­ 
chant vessels. Then it would be a 
matter of a mad wolf among the 
sheep. Shell fire from the German 
ship might put down a dozen or 
more merchant vessels before they 
could scatter.

BSERVERS in western Europe 
are quite willing to admit the 
probability of the suggested Nazi 
and Communist plans for individual 
domination of all Europe, however 
wild, but they are convinced that, 
long before either Hitler or Stalin 
will have a chance to reach the 
final sta g es of such a plan, the 
Nazi position will have become so 
difficult that the question will not 
be whether Berlin is to dominate 
Moscow, but whether the Nazis can 
remain in power for one month or 
two. 
In other words, the hopes of 
many persons In France and Brit­ 
ain are also pinned to the possibil­ 
ity of a revolution in the enemy 
country. And there is an obvious 
reason why the principal countries 
involved In the European conflict 
thus should hope for revolt in the 
enemy ranks. 
In the war of 1914-18. all the 
major countries which met defeat 
did so not because their armies 
were 
annihilated, 
but 
because 
neither armies nor civilians would 
any longer support those In power. 
Thus it w-as with Russia, which 
signed away so much of its terri­ 
tory to Germany after the czar had 
been removed: thus it was with 
Austria-Hungary, which broke up 
into its component parts; and thus 
it was with Germany, which turned 
the kaiser out before it signed the 
Treaty of Versailles.

JULY of I 16 was probably no hotter than the run of 
J Julys. However, it sticks In our memory because 
of the circ instances under which we passed most of 
the month We get up a sweat at the mere mention 
of it. 
A sun-hl -tered wharf on Locust Point. Baltimore, 
was our lr ale. We were posted there with a crowd 
of newspa ermen watching the first undersea mer­ 
chantman 
tat ever crossed the Atlantic — the first 
and last. 
It was U e German submarine Deutschland, out of 
Bremerhav n, bearing a cargo of dye-stuffs, chemicals 
and mail 
ir the German embassy. Arrival of the 
vessel at B Itimore July IO, 1916. startled the country. 
It was b fore this nation entered the war. Submar­ 
ines had b en ranging far and wide against shipping 
for some t me, but they were regarded strictly as 
engines of destruction. No one gave serious thought 
to their possibilities as merchantmen, until th® 
Deutschland popped up. 
Her voyage was well planned. The Germans had 
made con 
Arable preparations to receive her. She 
left Breme: haven. her home port, 21 days before her 
arrival, and ( apt. Paul Koenig, a quick, dapper little 
chap In command of the boat reported the voyage as 
uneventful He told that most of the time he sailed 
the surface. 
The Allies had swept the seas of much of the Ger­ 
man shipping and probably were as skeptical of the 
idea of an underwater cargo tarrier as the rest of th® 
maritime world. 


I 
T may have had some of the aspects of a propa­ 
ganda stunt, hut there was nothing Bluntish In th® 
value of ihe goods the Deutschland carried. The dye- 
stuffs were especially In demand. Moreover. Germany 
had built a sister ship to the Deutschland callet! th® 
Bremen, and they declared both boats were to make 
regular trips between (Jermany and the United 
States. 
Oddly enough, the Bremen, several times scheduled 
for arrival hep®, disappeared as mysteriously as the 
passenger ship of the same name a short time ago. 
(After tho war it was said the British caught her in 
a net on her initial voyage and thqt she perished with 
all hands on hoard. 
Th® Deutschland lay at Locus Point from the day 
of her arrival until Aug. I because of difficulties rn 
loading and all that time a big crew of newspapermen 
kept constant vigil over her. She was a big story. The 
reporters chipped in on the services of a small yacht 
which was kept In readiness to start moving at ft 
moment’s notice, in case Cap!. Koenig decided on a 
quick getaway. 
P 
HEW. It was hot! The report era,could not venture 
far from the wharf in quest of diversion lest the 
Deutschland disappear on them, so there was nothing 
to do hut swelter there aud write the rumors of the 
plots to sink the merchantman at her dock. 
rapt. Koenig was affable but mighty non-commltal 
and the German officials were surly and evasive. 
Sometimes the newspapermen would get near enough 
to the Deutschland to give the seamen bottled beer 
in the hope of a little Information In exchange, but 
probably they had none to give out. 
When the Deutschland finally did leave, It wa* la 
broad daylight and with no attempt at concealment. 
We followed her almost down to the Virginia Capes 
where she submerged and returned safely to Bremer* 
haven, although a flock of the war boat* of the AJlie# 
were looking for her. 
She got home Aug. 23 and Nov. 21 she again popped 
up over here, this time at New London. Capt. Koenig 
who had become a big hero in Germany, greeted th® 
American newspapermen as old acquaintances end 
again we stood day and night watch over the boat, 
though this time the weather was not so hot. In fact. 
it was rather chilly the night of Nov. 17 when we all 
followed her in a precarious motor boat down th* 
Thames river until she vanished In the darkness. 


i i ' E were enjoying the sleep of the just In the 
> » Mohican hotel in New london when along before 
daybreak a local man-about-baroom* with whom w® 
were acquainted aroused us and reported the Bremen 
had arrived at the dock recently vacated by th® 
Deutschland. We dressed and hurried down there. 
Sure enough, a submarine was in th® dock, but Cart. 
Koenig was Just coming ashore from It, and we real­ 
ized that the Deutschland had returned. 
Koenig explained briefly that he had rammed hi* 
convoy tug going down th® river and sunk It with 
five men on board. He had come back to look his 
own boat over and did not sail until several day* 
later. He made the return trip in 19 days and cam® 
no more because not long afterward* this country 
lined up with th® Allies. Koenig died in Gnadau, Ger. 
many, in 1933. He was then 66 years old

SHIPS ON ACTION 


Note Asks American Crafts 


•To Avoid Suspicion’ 


Br The Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON. Oct. 3—Germany 
warned 
United 
States 
merchant 
ships today against “suspicious be­ 
havior’’ in w aters around Britain 
and France. 
A note to this effect was re­ 
ceived by the state departm ent and 
transm itted to the m aritim e com­ 
mission. Both the commission and 
the navy hydrographic office for­ 
warded the warning to American 
merchant vessels and port authori­ 
ties. 
Warns Of Suspicious Acts 
The German note advised against 
such suspicious acts as change of 
course, use of radio on sighting a 
German 
w a r s h i p , 
zig-zagging, 
screening lights, failing to obey a 
demand to stop, and accepting con­ 
voy by British or French naval 
forces. 
A state departm ent official said 
the warning is, in effect, an ac­ 
ceptance of the decision by Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt that American mer­ 
chant vessels should not be con­ 
voyed or zig-zag but should show 
their true colors and at night have 
all lights burning. 
The note read: 
“Neutral 
merchant 
vessels 
re­ 
peatedly have attem pted in 
the 
waters around France and England 
to evade the exercise of the rights 
of German naval forces granted by 
international law, of stoppage and 
search. 
Besides, they repeatedly 
have aroused suspicion of attack or 
unneutral 
acts 
by 
impoper 
be­ 
havior. 
Use Of Radio Cited 
“The government of the reich 
therefore begs to call the attention 
of American m erchant vessels trav­ 
eling into the waters mentioned to 
the fact that in their own interest 
and in order to prevent confusion 
with naval or auxiliary ships of 
the enemy, especially at night, they 
should avoid any suspicious be­ 
havior, particularly a change of 
course and use of the radio appara­ 
tus upon sighting German naval 
forces of the powers at war with 
Germany.”

repeal

ments of arms, munitions and oth­
